I have be- 
come very Interested In the human rights situation here In 
Argentina. 

You asked for additional Information on the welfare of Mr. Osvaldo 
M. Pavlolo, presently detained In Argentina under the National 
Executive Power. 

I am sorry to Inform you that little new Information concerning 
Mr. Pavlolo Is available at the present time. He have been able 
to determine that Mr. Pavlolo applied for the right of option In 
1978 with a vldd from Italy but, unfortunately, his request was 
denied by the Government of Argentina In November of that same year. 

I would suggest that your group contact the Italian Embassy In 
Buenos Aires to determine If they have Information concerning Mr. 
Pavlolo’s present detention status and addresses of family 
members- The address of the Italian Embassy Is: Bllllnghurst 
2577, 1425 Buenos Aires, Argentine. 

I hope that the above Information has been helpful. He will keep 
your letter on file, and will Inform you of any new developments 
In Hr. Pavlolo's case.
